Dr. S. H. Chase Says Mol- 
ars Need Exercise; Too,th 


Paste is Hit 


Chewing gum makers got a boost 


and the makers of tooth paste and 
powders got a set 'back in the ad- 
dress this .morning by Dr., S. H. 
Chase before the State conference 
Df Public Health Nurses and in the 
discussion ant questions which fol- 
lowed. 
' 


It was also Interesting to learn 


that what was malpractice in den- 
tistry three or four_ yfr.r? ago, is 
now the approved thing as to tooth 
extraction, and what was the ap- 
proved thing is'now malpractice. 


The doctor showed that teeth, like 


all other parts of the human .anat- 
omy, depend greatly upon exercise' 
for their normal preservation, and 
gum chewing- is one of the kinds of 
exercise that the teeth need to keep 
them efficient, particularly in these 
days of soft'breakfast 'JSods 
and 


soft foods in general. 


Only the doctor claimed that most 


of the chewing -gums on the mar- 
ket now are too.soft.. The old-time 
spruce gum was better. The gum 
manufacturers have been asked to 
make their spearmint and juicy fruit 
gums harder. The doctor also rec- 
ommended toast, twice baked whole 
wheat bread,"and all other 
foods 


that require a maximum amount of 
chewing. The pressure on the .teeth 
prevents all sorts of-tooth troubles, 
including receding gums. 


1 Asked, as 'to whether 
chilifren's 


first teeth should be filled when they, 
decay, the doctor said yes, but not 
if the tooth -nerve is dead. 
And 


here he explained the great change 
of view of the'*dentists, who used 'to 
save dead teeth, arid tooth roots and 
fill, and crown and bridge every- 
thing.' How the'theory is that a 
dead,-or nerveless'tooth is danger- 
ous, and.most dangerous when fill- 
ed, as the gases from the nerve cav- 
ity form abscesses at the roots of 
the teeth, which poison the whole 
system.

The city attorney explained 


legal phases of the situation. 


"Chapter 595 of the laws of 1919, 


provides that whenever a city shall 
determine 
by a majority vote, to 


acquire a public utility, which un- 
der-the act includes street railways, 
the city is authorized to provide for 
the 
payment -thereof 
by issuing 


bonds bearing interest at a rate of 
not to exceed six percentum per an- 
num 
and 'secured 
only .-'by a lien 


upon the 
property acquired," 'he 


said. "These .bonds in no way con- 
stitute'a liability of the city and do 
not limit-the amount of -bonds which 
a city could 
otherwise issue for 


general city purposes. 


"Chapter 492 of the laws of 1919 


outlines the procedure which must 
.be followed in acquiring street rail- 
way property and. under the provi- 
sion - of this'act a .city may,'if it 
sees fit, issue" general liability bonds 
and use the proceeds to pay for the 
property, but there is nothing how- 
ever, in chapter 492 which requires 
a city to issue bonds nor to levy a 
tax.if the city should determine to 
•issue the , non-liability bonds under 
chapter 595. - 


"Chapter 492 of the laws of 1919 


is comparable to the statutes which 
have existed for a number of years 
under • which cities. have acquired 
ligHt'and water works plants. These 
sectioBB:-provide a-plan for.the ac- 
quisition of light and water works 
plantjand.chapter 492 provides - a 
plan 'for the acquisition of. street 
railway .property.

Attorney generals or other officers who may be found guilty 
of offenses against the liberty of citizens may 'be punished with 
10 years imprisonment or $10,000 fine or 'both. 


The bill places in the hands of any citizen or working man 


a quick and effective means of legal defense against being rob: 
bed of constitutional rights. 


This Mil will not be passed, 'but its mere imtroductiori clears 


the atmosphere somewhat. 


Had it been on the statute books a year ago the country 


miffht toave been relieved of Aittorney Geiieral Newton of New 
York, and of Attorney General Palmer. Its passage would help 
present the constitution from being made "a scrap of paper."

DEFENDS PROF. JASTROW 


To the Editor of The Capital Times: 


The reader,who objects to Prof. 


Jastrow's remarks on faith healing, 
does so on very peculiar grounds, 
indeed. In the first place, 
Prof. 


Jastrow v.-ent no farther than to say 
that mental healing systems are ob- 
jectionable only when -.they try to 
be all-inclusive instead of staying 
within their very restricted field, 
and that the early Christian Scien- 
tists did harm by denying hytjienic 
methods. That is not calling Chris-

though the way the reader jumps to 
this conclusion would -almost lead 
one to believe that he himself thinks 
they are open to that suspicion. 


Let me explain to this reader that 


for a' period of five years I myself 
thought that Christian' Science was 
The Truth—largely because my. par- 
ents thought this way also. Three 
of these years were spent at _a 
private boarding school in.St. Louis 
to 
which. -. only the 
children, of 


Christian -Scientists-.were •admitted,. 
and at which only Christian Sci- 
entists could teach.. My experience 
with this religion, would lead .me to 
agree with him that it certainly is 
a faith—but a very" unscientific one 
in spite of its name. I will also 
agree with the reader that Christian 
Science is God's teaching — if the 
Bible is of God. The admission 
that criticizing' either a Catholic, a 
Protestant, or a- Christian Scientist 
is "criticizing -God and His teach- 
ings" argues for. an 
inconsistent 


God. Christian 
Science has per- 


haps the 
best 
foundation on the 


Bible of any religion. Catholicism 
also has . an 
excellent Scriptural 


basis. But so. has Protestantism, 
Spiritualism,' and'tens, .if not 'hun- 
dreds, of others. In contemplating,
